University of Nebraska 


Reflects Pioneer Spirit of Its People 


ee INTERESTING TO NOTE how people in- 
variably seek information about any college or 
university. Typical questions which come to Uni- 
versity of Nebraska are: How big is it? Is it co- 
educational? Of how many colleges is it composed ? 


The answers to such questions are supposed to 
give you a notion of what kind of school it is—and, 
in a measure, they do—but they fall short of telling 
the story of a University like that in Nebraska. 


University of Nebraska is co-educational and it 
has a normal enrollment of approximately 7,090. 
“Normal” should be in quotes because immediately 
following World War II, Nebraska’s student popu- 
lation swelled to nearly 12,000. 


Nebraska has these colleges, agriculture, arts 
and sciences, business administration, dentistry, 
pharmacy, engineering and architecture, graduate, 
law, medicine, and teachers, plus schools of social 
work, nursing, journalism, and fine arts. These 
colleges and schools are located on three campus 
areas, two in Lincoln, the city campus and the 
college of agriculture, and the third in Omaha, the 
college of medicine. In addition, several related 
units are about the state, such as the preparatory 
school at Curtis which emphasizes farm and ranch 
training. 


Agriculture is of utmost importance to Nebraska 
and the thinking of an agrarian society is reflected 
in the University. Its football team bears the name 
Cornhuskers. It is easier to understand its Univer- 
sity if you first understand something of the people 
who dreamed of its founding. 


In early rush of Western settlement, Nebraska 
was a “home” only to the Indians. Years before the 
Kansas-Nebraska territory was opened to settlement 
in 1854, the Oregon, California, and Mormon set- 
tlers passed through Nebraska up the broad Platte 
Valley. 


After settlement opened and the rush of specu- 
lators subsided, most of the people who came to 
Nebraska sought homes on the rich prairie land. 
These were folk who wanted opportunity for their 
children and this meant education ard establishment 
of a University as evidence of progress. 


Many efforts failed but Nebraska University was 
chartered in 1869, year of the first Nebraska state 
legislature, and opened its doors two years later to 
five freshmen, two sophomores, and one junior. 


Years of drought, grasshoppers, and hardtimes 
as well as prosperous eras left their reflection on 
the University. It prospered and progressed as did 
the State and by producing outstanding graduates 
and conducting research the University has meant 
much in gradual improvement of Nebraska life. 


Nebraska farms and ranches are better today 
because of leadership provided by the college of 
agriculture. Nebraska’s industrial progress in recent 
years has been outstanding, attributable to the 
University’s directing attention to need for multiple 
sources of wealth, 


Nebraska is not a school comprised of so many 
buildings or so many teachers. It is a school born 
of a genuine pioneer determination, a good Uni- 
versity to serve the needs of a people who still 
marvel at the bounty of the soil and respect the 
abilities of each new generation that comes from it.
